Militant animal rights activists 
raided a-farm at Loma Linda 
University Medical Center before 
dawn yesterday, spiriting away 
seven dogs they claimed were 
used-in organ transplant research 
and dozens of files: containing the 
breeding histories and immuniza- 
tion records of more than 100 
goats. 

In an Animal Liberation Front 
statement released yesterday, the 
activists said they were protesting 
the “Frankenstein-like experi- 
ments” performed by Dr. Leon- 
ard Bailey, who in -1984 
transplanted the heart of. a ba- 


boon into an infant suffering’ a- 


fatal heart defect. 

But university officials said 
none of the animals taken. was 
slated for research and that the 
loss of the immunization docu- 
ments will jeopardize the future 
care of their goats. The stolen 
animals included two adult dogs 
retired from a breeding program 
and now considered pets and five 
recently donated puppies, said 
spokesman Dick Schaefer. 

“T oma Linda University is out- 
raged at the illegal activities of 
the radical ALF and the falsified 
information released following 
their raid,” said Schaefer, 


With the help of an “inside 
informant,” at least three masked 
animal activists cut through a 
fence surrounding a neighboring 
construction site and entered the 
compound through a side door, 
said ALF . spokeswoman Margo 


smashed television sets and 
scrawled graffiti on the walls, 
causing damages estimated at up 
to $10,000, Schaefer said. 

It was 27th time since 1983 
that ALF activists have broken 
into medical research laborator- 
ies, according. to documents with 
the National Institutes of Health, 
said Dr. Charles McCarthy, direc- 
tor of the institutes’ Office for 


Protection From Research Risks.. 


The activists claimed that 
records show that Baby Fae’s 
donor baboon was injected with 
Ketamine, a chemical restraint, 
but was not given any anesthetic 
before his heart, lymph nodes, 
spleen, aortas and thymus were 
removed. 

The baboon “was fully awake, 
aware and feeling pain, but was 
unable to move,” Tannenbaum 
said. "How would you like to have 
your heart cut out of you and not 
be able to move?” 


The anti-vivisectionists also 
took pictures. of baby baboons 
with shaved chests sporting rib- 
bons and pins that read, “Just say 
no to: drugs,” along with other 
photographs depicting the re- 
searchers “callousness toward an- 
imals," Tannenbaum said. 


In other attempts to defend the 
break-in, the self-proclaimed ani- 
mal liberators issued statements 
yesterday accusing Bailey of “the 
premeditated murder of Baby 
Fae,” saying new documents re- 
vealed that Bailey knew the op- 
eration was doomed. 

Evidence for. the activists’ 
claims was a document stating

There is, according to the ALF, a 
"policy," which has existed since the 
group began in 1976: 

The ALF takes direct action against 
all forms of animal abuse. This action 
falls basically into two-categories. 

1) The resuce or liberation of ani- 
mals from premises or establishments 
in order to save them from persecution. 
Such animals are either taken to good 
homes, or released into the wild if they 
have a reasonable chance to survive. 

2) Damage to property or premises 
connected with animal abuse. This is 
done in order to disrupt the persecution 
of animals and to cause financial loss to 
the animal abusers so as to reduce the 
money they are able to invest in animal 
abuse, to force them out of business or 
to encourage them to mend their ways. 

It is against ALF policy to use seri- 
ous personal violence against anyone. 
For instance, in the course of an action, 
it woiuld all right to restrain someone 
to perhaps tie them up but not injure 
them. The exception to this is self- 
defense. If attacked, ALF activists are 
entitled to defend themselves using rea- 
sonable methods. If possible, raids will 
be carried out to avoid confrontation. 
Activists should make sure they sure 
building so that there is minimal risk to 
human and nonhuman life. 

Finally, according to the 12-year-old 
ALF support group in Britain, ALF ac- 
tivists -- and even those who actively 
support ALF activites or philosophy -- 
should be at least vegetarian and prefer- 
ably vegans. Since a very large part of 
the ALF campaign is directed at the 
meat industry, it would be extremely 
hypocruc | f this were not the case. 
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ALF Founder: To Do Nothing Is 'Immoral $ 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: Ronnie Lee is 
founder of A.L.F. in Britain, and is now 
serving a 10-year prison sentence for 
conspiracy, a trumped-up charge. This 
publication in no way takes credit for 
what authors of our "letters" column 
write. In the case of Ronnie Lee, Ameri- 
can readers should be aware that he is 
now serving the stiffest known sentence 
-- for not personally taking part in a lib- 
eration, but because he spoke out in be- 
half of such actions. Earlier, he admit- 
tedly helped form the A.L.F., and partic- 
ipated in the destruction of several vivi- 
sector laboratories. His letter here, writ- 
ten several years ago, speaks to increas- 
ing violence by animal abusers against 
animal liberationists. Lee had observed 
liberationists being beaten, and as he 
writes, was frustrated with the depen- 
dence of so-called heroes of other move- 
ments. In the U.S., there is a similar 
“worship.” And, some of those support- 
ing A.L.F. actions have been critical of 
certain kinds of actions, such as the $4.5 
million fire that destroyed a new research 
lab at UC Davis. The objection occurred 
despite no risk, or loss of life. Lee's let- 
ters speaks, in part to those objections, 
and he speaks from experience, probably 
a decade more than any known activist 
in the U.S. This publication welcomes 
letters in response to this letter, or any 
other). 


We can no longer afford to sweep the 
issue of violence under the carpet. This 
subject has never been propoerly debated 
or discussed within the movement and it 
is high time it was. 

The animal rights movement has up 
to now been largely non-violent (except 
in so far as it has evoked the violence of 
state legislation against animal abuse) - 
and has had as its 'heroes' people such as 
Ghandi and Martin Luther King. 


—"non-violence' has a lot to do with the 


middle class origins of most of the peo- 
ple in the movement. The middle class 
traditionally don't like to get personally 
involved in violence. They would rather 
that others (usually the forces of the 
state) carried out their violence for them. 

I feel that this obsession with non- 
violence, the 'worship' of Ghandi, the 
links with the Peace movement are hav- 
ing a very harmful effect on the animal 
liberation movement. 

Total pacifism is an immoral philos- 
ophy. 

There are times when violence has to 
be used to prevent a greater evil and to 
refrain from carrying out that necessary 
violence in the name of some half-baked 
pacifist ideology is to be almost (if not 
egually) responsible for the greater evil 
that is thereby allowed to take place. 

We are not just responsible for our 
actions - we are responsible for our 


'elnissions also, for our failures to act 


(and to act violently if that is what is 
called for) and it is high time the 


'pacifists' realized this. 

Violence is a dangerous tactic and 
can so easily backfire, doing more harm 
than good to a cause. The IRA, for in- 
stance, has demonstrated this with its 
callous and unintelligent use of bomb- 
ings and shootings. Nevertheless, there 
is a place for violence and to deny its 
use to the movement when necessary is 
to demand that we should fight this dif- 
ficult strugele with one hand tied behind 
our backs. 

Pacifisim attempts to appeal to the 
‘better nature' of the opposition. But 
what happens when those who oppose 
us have no ‘better natures’? Hunt thugs 
do not suddenly see the light and refrain 
from attacking non-violent hunt sabo- 
teurs. On the contrary, they go in even 
harder, deliberately picking on the weak- 
est and the most peaceful. 

Violence is the only language many 
of these people understand. This may be 
a hard home truth for the pacifist ideo- 
logues of the movement to understand 
but it is a home truth nevertheless. And 
after having spent 10 active years in the 
hunt saboteurs, I can vouch that it is 
sadly the case. The large scale non- 


violence of the hunt saboteurs has led to ~ 


HSA members running away or stand- 
ing watching while the slowest or weak- 
est are set upon by the terrier men. But 
when the hunt sabs have stood united to 
give the hunt thugs measure for meas- 
ure, it is almost invariably the blood- 
sporters who have fled from the conflict. 
A bully is always a coward. And the 
best way to deal with bullies is to give 
them a damn good hiding. 

I am not, in any way, advocating 
mass violence by the animal liberation 
movement. I think that such tactics 
could well be very dangerous. The Ani- 
mal Liberation Movement and other di- 
rect action groups have had a great deal 
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would say that what the movement 
needs is a massive increase in ALF-style 
actions rather than outbursts of vio- 
lence. 

Nevertheless we are faced with the 
problem of what to do when the enemy 
reacts violently to actions which we car- 
ry out against them. The hunt saboteurs 
already have this problem with hunt 
thugs and I predict that more and more 
animal abusers are going to react vio- 
lently as their profits fall and their ani- 
mal persecution businesses begin to 
crumble in the face of the animal libera- 
tion onslaught. 

Already butchers are waiting in their 
shops with shotguns to shoot ALF acti- 
vists and within the last year members 
of the an ALF group were shot at by a 
poultry farmer during a raid. And what 
will happen when the under-siege ani- 
mal abusers begin to take revenge willy- 
nilly on animal rights campaigners 
(when will societies learn not to publish 
the addresses of their local contacts) for 
the actions of the militants? We will be 


The real ‘terrorists’ are the animal 


YOUR STORY on the “terrorism” of 
the Anima! Liberation Front (April 10) 
has again, as such stories generally do, 
missed the mark. Unlawful as ALF acti- 


vities are, they have, in fairness, been 


confined to property damage. Compare 
that to the violence perpetrated upon 
the minds and bodies of living animals 
and you come across a very chilling ter- 
rorism — constant, pervasive and se- 
cret. 

There is the Stanford researcher who 
recently worked on the brains of inade- 
guately anesthetized cats and, report- 
edly, caused them to scream and writhe 
in agony until his students revolted. 
What nas Stanford done — other than 
administer a slap on the wrist — to in- 
stigate proceedings against this atroci- 


ty? How about a front-page story on 
that? 

There is Professor Seymour Levine, 
presently in receipt of federal grant 
HD2881 for $2 million, plus 73 percent 
to Stanford's general fund for “indirect 
cost recovery,” totalling $3.5 million of 
our taxes, to permit him to pursue 
through the 24th year what, in his own 
words, is a simulation in monkeys of 
human day-care conditions. (Human 
working parents doubtless know best 
what $3.5 million could do for day-care 
conditions.) His most recent five-year 
grant renewal application speaks of 
producing “maternal separation and 
loss" in monkeys. The look of total, 
hopeless despair in the face of a baby 
monkey removed from his mother is as 
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faced with a stark choice. Either we ¢ 
not carry out actions against anim: 
abusers who react violently or we sho 
them that we can be more violent tha 
they are. —— 

To me, the second:choice is the onl 
acceptable one. It would be total 
wrong to refrain from raiding a premis 
because the proprieter is likely to com 
out with a shotgun or to respond wit 
violence. Why should it only be tt 
least vicious of the animl abusers wh 
get attacked while the more vicious g 
away with it because of their very v: 
ciousness? 

If the animal abusers are going t 
use weapons - then in order to save th 
animals, animal liberationists may hav 
to go armed with at least equivaler 
weapons. And animal abusers must b 
shown that if they violently attack an 
mal liberation campaigners then the 
will be given douible back. 

This is not to say that the AL) 
should itself use personal violence. Fc 
tactical reasons I feel that it is best th: 
the ALF retains its current policy o 
these matters (in the same way that fc 
tactical reasons organizations (such as 


BUAAV and CIWF remain within the 
law). However, there is noting to stop 
fresh groups being setup uner new 
names whose policies do not preclude 
the use of violence towards animal 
abusers. 

This item may shock many people 
but it's about time somebody did some 
straight talking on the subject of vio- 
lence. Animal liberation will not be 
achieved if we treat the struggle for it as 
a social club or a garden party. Only an 
all out war, fought with intelligent tac- 
tics, can offer the animals any hope of 
freedom. 

Human imperialism, deeply en- 
trenced after tens of thousands of years

, peaceful posturing or 

the holding of hands round slaughter- 
houses. People who make vast profits 
and a ‘good life’ out of animal abuse 
will not give up their busiensses with- 
out a hard and bitter struggle. 

There will be injuries and possibly 
deaths on both sides before our ultimate 
victory for animal liberation is 
achieved. This is sad but certain. For, 
unfortunately, we live in the world of 
harsh reality and not in Fairyland. 

If you want to play games then try 
Monopoly or Snakes and Ladders. Ani- 
mal liberation is not a hobby or a parr- 
time pastime but a fierce struggle that 
demands total commitment - if the ani- 
mais are ever to be free. And if any ani- 
mal dies in agony because we have 
failed, through ridiculous ideology, to 
use adequate force against its torturuers 
then we are ourselves responsible for 
that creatures torment.

LOMA LINDA, Calif.—Seven dogs and 
research documents’ belonging to the sur- ! 
geon who transplanted a baboon heart into 
Baby Fae in 1984 were stolen early Monday 
from an animal care facility at Loma Linda 
University Medical Center, authorities said. 

The militant Animal Liberation Front 
claimed responsibility for the pre-dawn | 

-raid in which intruders also dumped red 
paint on equipment and defaced walls with 
animal rights slogans and words includin 
“torturers” and “murderers,” San Beriak. 
dino County sheriff’s spokesman Jim Bry-

"' Loma Linda officials described the car 

facility as a “farm” where animals includ- 
ing goats, horses and dogs were taken after 

‘their use in research projects had ended. 
“Criminals performing acts that jeopard-

‘animals should be prosecuted,” said Dr. 
‘Leonard L. Bailey, chief of pediatric cardi- 
‘ac surgery at Loma Linda, in a statement 
released by Loma Linda officials. The

Animal-rights group admits 
vandalism at Loma Linda lab

LOMA LINDA — A militant ani- 
mal-rights group claimed respon- 


' sibility Monday for entering a à 
Loma Linda University Medical 


Center lab and taking seven dogs 
after splattering red paint on walls 
and office equipment. 

University officials said the sto- 
len dogs were non-research ani- 
mals and estimated the vandalism 
damage at between $6,000 and 
$10,000, spokeswoman Anita Rock- 
well said. 

The break-in occurred before 
dawn Monday at a part of the lab 
called the Farm, Rockwell said. In 
addition to the animal theft and 
vandalism, the intruders stole re- 
cords needed for the future care of 
about 100 goats, she said. 

“The criminals performing acts 
that jeopardized the health and 
welfare of these farm animals 
should be prosecuted,” Dr. Leon- 
ard L. Bailey said in a statement. 

In another statement issued 
shortly after the raid, Animal Lib- 
eration Front members attacked 
the procedures used by Bailey, the 
Loma Linda surgeon who per- 
formed a baboon-to-baby heart 
transplant on the infant Baby Fae 
in 1984. 

The statement, accompanied by 
a photograph of a masked man 
with two Labrador retrievers, said 
the group had obtained files which 
they claim show “Baby Fae’s 
blood was mismatched with that of 
the baboon, how her blood was 
withdrawn for testing in adult 
amounts, and how pre-existing 
bacteria in her system was pur- 
posely allowed to remain.” 

Bailey said after Baby Fae's 
death that his failure to match 
blood types was unavoidable be- 
cause baboons rarely have type O 


blood, Baby Fae’s blood type. 

The San Bernardino-based ALF 
issued the statement through 
spokeswoman Margo Tannen- 
baum. 

The group claimed responsibility 
for a similar theft in January at a 
University of California, Irvine 
laboratory located off the main 
campus. The members took 13 bea- 
gles used in air-pollution and sleep- 
apnea experiments. 

In 1987, University of California, 
Davis officials attributed a $4.5 
million fire at a research laborato- 
ry to the group, and in 1985, the 
front said it took 650 animals from 
a laboratory at University of Cali- 
fornia, Riverside, causing $680,000 
in damages. 

The UCI and Riverside thefts oc- 
curred over weekends when the fa- 
cilities were locked but unattend- 
ed 


San Bernardino County Sheriff’s 
Lt. Mike .Stodelle said two adult 
Labrador retrievers, which had 
been used for breeding, and five 
younger, mixed-breed dogs, whose 
future had not been decided, were 
taken in the break-in. 

"Lab damage was extensive in- 
side. In several rooms there was 
graffiti on the walls, saying things 
like ‘murderers,’ ‘torturers’ and 
references to ALF. References 
were made indicating they'll be 
back," Stodelle said. 

The older dogs had been retired 
from a breeding program and were 
considered pets, Rockwell said. 

Outside, where the dogs had 
been caged, padlock hasps were 
cut to get the animals out, he said. 
How the rdiders got into the lab 
was still under investigation, he 
added. 

Paint was splashed over floors, 
walls, typewriters, telephones, mi- 
crowave ovens, television sets and 


other eguipment, the officer said. 

He said there were a large num- 
ber of goats outside the lab, but 
none appeared to be missing. The 
ALF statement contended two 
goats were taken. 


Stodelle said the lab alarm sys- 
tem wasn't engaged because of re- 
cent problems with it. 


Investigators had no idea how 
many people took part, “but we 
feel it was more than one because 
of the number of dogs taken," Sto- 
delle said. 


In addition to the animals, ALF 
members claimed they seized 
“hundreds of pages of Bailey's 
files that document painful experi- 
mentation involving heart trans- 
plant rejection in goats, dogs, pigs, 
sheep and baboons.” 


Bailey transplanted the baboon 
heart in Baby Fae on Oct. 26, 1984. 
She died 2042 days after the opera- 
tion. 


Rockwell said no significant re- 
search materials were taken, and 
said the papers taken were from 
previously published reports. 


The ALF statement said an ''in- 
side informant"' told the organiza- 
tion that the experiments at the lab 
were ''fraudulent" and ‘‘redun- 
dant." 


The statement said a review of 
documents taken from the lab led 
the group to conclude that "Dr. 
Bailey had full prior knowledge 
that Baby Fae could never survive 
and in fact, did not expect her to do 
so based on his prior research." 

Loma Linda is 60 miles east of 
Los Angeles.

This article discusses ideas that could be adopted by a 
local animal liberation group, it is based on persona! ex- 
perience of several ALF groups operating in the South of 


England between 1982 and 1984. We did for a while perfect

to raiding an 
an animal abuse centre in a matter of 48 hours; the number 
of animals we rescued ran into several thousands—with a 
record of 250 on one night from a vivisection dealer. We 
raided everything from schools which bred animals for dis- 
section, up to major laboratories where there was 24-hour 
security and intricate alarm systems, although the majority 
of our actions were against factory farms and vivisection 
breeders. 


' We started out as a group of 4 people with one car. At our 


height there were as many as 50 active members split into 
several sub-groups, some of these sub groups are still 
active, although the majority of our members have now 
ceased to be active - the pressure of living under the cont- 
inuous threat of possible arrest taking its toll on many of 
the more active members. 


Finding people to work with is the hardest of all your 

At the minute we see a spate of people who have 
become involved in groups, who, when arrested, make state- 
ments incriminating themselves (let me mention here that 
no one has ever got off by making a statement); worse than 
this is the disturbing development of people making state- 
ments naming other activists and giving details of. raids 
they have been involved with (in the criminal world this is 
known as 'grassing' or 'snitching'). 

im the prison cells some people make a belated and 
somewhat pathetic attempt to save their own skin by telling 
the police what they want to hear. But despite the police 
promises, grassing has never saved anyone's skin and when 
it comes to avoiding a beating in the cells, the police in 
general only use violence in interviews when they think it 
will get results. When people have been hit, and they begin 
to talk, the police are encouraged, while if they stay quiet 
'Mr Nasty', is shepherded out of the interview room and 
'Mr Nice'. apologises and appeals to you personally. 

People who believe in what they are doing and recognise 
the personal risks they are taking in advance of their 


‘arrest will not grass. Those people who grass cannot really 


believe in what they are doing, otherwise they would have 
the confidence and the peace of mind to recognise that in 
a direct action campaign some arrests are inevitable, and 
although they are unlucky to be arrested at that particular 
time, the struggle will go on. Their role once arrested is 
lo ensure that nothing they say or do impairs the -struggle. 


lt is very important that the calibre of people is high and 
that you never work on a job you are not happy about. In 
8 group you need some solid un-shakeable characters, 
young people without much insight are not a good idea. 
Look for commonsense, people not prone to showing off, no 
big ego's and no-one who boasts about what theyve done or 
ere about to do. The longer you know people the better and

to recognise where you are in relation to roads, streams, 
footpaths, etc. 


The first visit to a target should be during the day. Park 
well out of the way and aproach the target on foot. Try to 
get as close as possible, look for ways in and ways out, 
(not necessarily the same). Begin to develop your plan— 
where will you park? Which buildings will you enter? Which 
route will you take in? Where will your look-out be?-Where 
will your break-in point be? (seldom the front door). Where 
is anybody likely to disturb you? Once you are back in the 
car, try and draw a sketch map immediatelyso that you re- 
member everything. 


After seeing the place close up it is a good idea to retire 
to a distance and study your-0.,S$. map. Look for some ideal 
parking spots: in rural area s these will have to be off 
little-used country lanes, in the town it may well be in a 
housing estate. You may also decide that there are some 
convenient footpaths unning around the back of the site, 
walk the length of these, but dont stay around the immedi- 
ate area of the site for long enough to arouse Suspicion. 


Once you have seen all that you can during daylight, clear 
off and make a draft plan. Next, return at night, try out 
your route and find its weaknesses. Get as close to your 
target building as possible, ideally right up to the break- 
in point. Check the locks, doors and window fittings, look 
for signs of alarms, and general security. 


Having surveyed: the target area, make sure that your route 
in and out is as simple as possible, stick to hedges, count 
field boundaries, note the number of gates etc., anything 
that will make the route nice and easy. Try not to use 
wide open spaces as part of your route, hedges make you 
invisible in the dark. It is vital that you walk the route 
once at night before the job, as darkness is disorientating 
and places can look very different. 


A good time to do a job is at new moon; if 


you live in 
the city you'd be surprised how much light is given out 
by the moon. Winter is ideal with its earty dusks, late 
dawns, and cold, rainy, windy nights - no farmer is going 


to want to get out of bed at two in the marning just be- 


cause he has heard a noise that could so easily have been 
the wind. 


Once you are sure of the route, go there at the time and 
day of the week that you are ple ning to do b, and 
do a complete walk-through. Park where you w be park- 


ing, walk the exact route and stey at the break-in point 
for as long as you need to be there on the night.

Native people, animal liberationists and 
, anarchists have much in common. We have 
la common enemy, if we choose to recognize 
it; that being the profit-making, greedy capi- 
talists, who will exploit everything and 
everyone if there’s money to be made. We 
also have a common desire to save our 
planet.

And most animal libera- 
tion activists are very supportive of Native 
struggles. In Toronto, animal liberation ac- 
tivistscan always be seen at Lubicon support 
demonstrations, or rallies for Leonard 
Peltier for example. By the same token, 
more Native activists are purposely seeking 
to form alliances with - because the strong 
possibility for unity is there. 


These groups must find ways to work to- 
gether, because we do have a common goal 
- the desire to bring a balance back into our 
lives on this planet, and to evolve toward a

THE WAY WE WERE 


It cannot be stated enough that unless there are clear and 
obvious advantages you should not take ALF actions during 
the day. Darkness, and knowledge of the area around the 
target will ensure your escape, on foot, however many 
police units arrive. In 1981 anALF group was stranded in 
the fields surrounding a beagle breeders at Ross-on-Wye, 
the police had swooped on their transport and arrested 
their back-up driver. The group, with beagles, were at one 
time just the other side of a hedge from parked police 
vehicles; the group escaped and got the beagles away by 
travelling as fast as possible, on foot, across country, 
eventually contacting a supporter who arranged transport 
pse them to be picked’ up. 


However wrong things go on the night, don't give up —a 
clear head, good planning and determination should give 
‘you the edge on the police. ši 


Once your group has got off the ground you should develop 
a core of people responsible for tools, planning raids, the 
initial break—in, the look-outs, and the organisation of 
people and vehicles on the night. This group should enter 
the target area first, set up look-outs, check the area 
over, and when they are satisfied, break in and locate 
the animais. Only then should 'the carriers' be brought 
in; their job is' to bag or box the animals guickly and 


quietly and then leave. If the target has no alarms and 
no-one on site the advance group could conceivably go in 
hours in advance and prepare everything so that the 
carriers and their vehicles are there for as short a time 
as possible. | 

One person should be responsible for collating all informa- 
tion on homes, so that when you find homes for fifty hens 
you do a battery unit, when its thirty rabbits or ten dogs 
you do a breeder. In many ways the homing network needs 
to be bigger than the ALF group, idealy with 4 or 5 people 
who can take and disperse animals, re-homing them outside 
of the animal rights movement. It is this ability to dis- 
perse animals so that your homes are never used up that 
will permit you to become an efficient animal liberation 
group. In general those people involved in the homing 
network should not be in the ALF group as it would be 

a very damaging blow should those people be arrested. 
Only members of the core group of activists should have 
contact with the homing network. 


Tools are a vital consideration. You will need two pairs 
of bolt-croppers and two crowbars (large and small), a 
Pair of diamond-tipped glass cutters, a walkie-talkie and 
a rope. Have a proper tool-bag to carry them in, never 
touch them without wearing gloves, even when buying them, 
and always clean them between jobs. The blades on your 
bolt-cropper should be changed regularly - always after 

a lab job, and run a file over the end of your crowbars 
as they leave distinctive imprints on whatever they have 
jemmied open. The tools should always be kept at a safe 
house in between jobs. A safe house belongs to someone 
who is not in your group and is not going to come to the 
attention of the police. 


it is advisable to have a plan 'B', 
Work out what you are going to do 


When you plan a job, 
if things go wrong. 


if you come across a guard or if the police arrive, which 
could be when you are going in, in the middie of a job, 
or on the way out with animals. Whatever happe = 
O whi Way to run, and who should be w you. You 


should know what could go wrong with your plan-and have 
an easy solution to it when it arises. When it comes to 


running away it is probably best to all leave the site to- 


rendezvous point 3 or 4 fields away; from then on may 
be better if you split up and travel in groups of three 


or four in different directions. 


When doing a job you must have confidence in those who 
you are working with. When you appoint one or more look 
outs you must be sure that they know what they are doing, 
that they are not frightened; and that should anything 
go wrong they will be able to notify you of what is 
happening. Once you are inside a place, you should just 
get on with your job, looking over your shoulder only 
wastes time. Do not panic if the animals begin to make 
a lot of noise, this is not unusual. Chickens and rabbits 
make a lot of noise but beagles are notorious and can be 
heard for miles; always remember that you have a look 
out so get on with your job and the sooner you get out 
of the sheds the sooner the animals will quieten down. 


If disturbed you should collect people and leave quickly, 
most people who discover you will be quite happy to fright- 
en you off their property and then call the police. Unless 
you are confronted by a farmer who is literally shooting 

at you with his shotgun, you should not abandon anyone. 
Security guards are easier todeal with as the property is 
not theirs. Their job is not to be a hero but to phone the 
police, although any sign of weakness on your part may 
encourage them to grab hold of a tailender, so the rule 

is —dop}t,panic, leave together, and leave quickly. 


Parking a lot of vehicles,for a raid'can look suspicious, 
one way around this is to go out several hours earlier 
and park the carriers cars in different streets in a 
nearby town or. village. The whole of the carrying group 
can then be brought in by the vehicle which will leave 
with the animals, alternatively the carriers can come in. 
from different directions to a rendezvous point near the 
animal abuse centre and the animal transport only arriving 
when the group has got its hands on ihe animals—either 
arriving at a specific time, or being called up with a 
radio when the job is complete. 


Whatever the plan always make sure that the anima! van 
is the first "Away and has the safest route out of the area. 
It is important that if you decide to rescue animals you 
are prepared to to face a prison sentence - the animals 
must be protected and if that means a choice between you 
going to prison or the animals being taken back, then you 
must be prepared to face the conseguences - one day you 


will be released, for the animals there is only one way 
Out. 4 


Although it is good to do jobs on home territory you should 
consider travelling out of your area on occasions, the 
further you travel, the less chance of the police guessing 
that it was your group. It is important not to get into 

a routine of doing jobs on the same night of the week in 
the same police district. It is only when the police re- 
Cognise a pattern of jobs that they will have the opportun- 
ity to start fishing for you.

The large sums of money held by national 
animals' rights groups are a cause of positive 
harm to the cause of animal liberation. These 
large sums are used to create well paid jobs 
and thus to start a continuing struggle to not 
only obtain these jobs but to hold on to them. 
This struggle becomes an end in itself and 
anyone who is" seen as a threat to the status 
quo is vilified and isolated. 

Paid staff, with free access to all the ad- 


vantages of a well-equipped office, become a 
law unto themselves. The staff have the means 
to obtain the election of an amenable and» un- 
questioning committee by the judicious use of 
the telephone. Thus power is concentrated in 
the hands of a few. With a secure job and 
power to manipulate the membership, thoughts 
will inevitably turn towards political power. 
How pleasant’ then, to have the time, the 
money and the transport (paid for by money 
given for animal liberation) to spend leisurely 
days at political gatherings, 

As more and more time is spent on the poli- 
tical circuit and beanfeasts, extra paid staff 
are needed to take on the work of maintaining 
the power base and ensuring the election of 
ineffective committees. ‘Thus the money spent 
on anything remotely connected with animal 
liberation declines in direct contrast with the 
increasing money spent on salaries, expenses 
and outings. Authoritarian political masters 
demand moderation from the national groups 
and so moderation becomes the order of the 
day.| By now, the cause of animal liber- 
ation has become merely the ticket to obtain 
entrance and acceptance into the hallowed 
portals and the fiattering attentions of the 
media.|

Clothing is a very important consideration as police forensic 
Science is now very advanced and can identify clothing, 
hairs, foot-prints, tools, paint etc. In one criminal case 
forensic scientists proved that a discarded shoe was respon- 
Sible for a foot print at the scene of the crime, they then 
managed to identify fibres inside the shoe as consistant 
With the fibre of thirteen different pairs of the defendants 
Socks. The police have access to highly sophisticated tech- 
Nigues, in practise these will only be used once they are 
Convinced that you are the culprit, and they can then 
JUStify the enormous expenditure which is not acceptable 

for routine testing. 

Wearing boiler suits can be a good idea as they cover your 
clothes, you can wear your party clothes underneath; when 
you reach your transport on your way home you can strip 
off the boiler suits, straighten your hair and look very 


. presentable should you be stopped by the police. This works 


even better if you have a mixture of girls and boys in 


' the car, then if you are randomly stopped by the police © 
-you can have a story to bluff them with, you could have 


been to a party, a wedding, etc. It is a good idea to have 
rehearsed false names, although this is complicated for 
your drivers if the vehicle is registered in their own name. 
It is a good idea to wear socks over your shoes, this pre- 
vents tell-tale foot-prints being left in soft soil, and 
ensures that when you get back to your car your shoes 
wont be covered in mud. Always wear gloves, and never 
believe that quick wipe with a damp cloth will remove your 
fingerprints. 


Within a direct action campaign arrests are ultimately in- 
evitable, either through bad fuck, bad planning, good 
police work, a frame-up or an act of god. The fact that 
you have been arrested does not necessarily mean that they 
have enough evidence to charge you, and if you are 
charged you will have the opportunity in court to give 
your defence. 


In the police station there is only one rule, 'Never Make 

A Statement'. In the war soldiers were instructed that 
should they be taken prisoner they should tell their 
captors their name, rank, and serial number; in the animal 
rights movement it is name, address and date of birth, be- 
yond that you should reply 'no comment'.. 

Other interrogation technigues involve asking you what you 
had for breakfast, how long you have been a vegetarian, 
who do you live with, where did you meet and who planned 


the raid. Refuse to answer all guestions, and NEVER MAKE 
A STATEMENT. 


Other more interesting police tactics are when the police 
bring an item of evidence into the cell and tel! you to pick 
it up with the obvious result that your fingerprint will be 
left on it, (it is particularly important to be wary of 
handling match boxes if you are being interviewed for 
arson). It has happened in the past that the police have 
walked into a cell with a quantity of cannabis and explain- 
ed how easy it would be to plant it on the accused - so 
demonstrating their ability to frame you. 


Sooner or later the police will inevitably try to frighten 
You, with their forecast of a long prison sentence if you 
don't help them, and eventually there will be the threat of 
Physical attack. The physical assault rarely amounts to 
more than a bit of pushing around. It is designed to show 
you that they are losing their patience and demonstrate that 


seriously beaten in a police cell you should roll “into ball _ 
with your back to a corner and your head tucked well down 
‘nto your chest. NEVER MAKE A STATEMENT. 


When and if you use the press it is worth considering your 
Policy towards claiming actions. It is not a good idea to 
Claim all your actions under a distinctive name, or to 
Organise your press releases in a way which identifies the 


actions with one group of activists, this merely helps the 


police to put those actions together and start drawing a 
pattern about the way the group works. in genera! the 
national press are overwhelmingly hostile to animal liberat- 
ion groups and so it is often a waste of time dealing with 
them. 

If you phone through a press release to a paper they may 
well record it, if you send a letter they may well give the 
letter to the police so always be brief. You should explain 
why the target of the raid was chosen, how many animals 
they use, what they use them for and if possible provide a 
photo of the conditions inside. If you do supply a photo 
then remember it will be sent to the police as soon as the 
papers have finished with it. Unless you have a member of 
the group who is prepared to train themselves in the use of 
video cameras there is little point in attempting to use them 
on a raid. They are cumbersome and unless you know what 
you are doing the results will be unusable. 


It is probably unwise to build up a trusting relationship 
with the local press, or with a particular reporter, second- 
rate reporters would claim to support anyone to get a story. 
You should always consider the implications should this 
"trusted' reporter tell the ‘police ail they knew. 


What you have read in this article is a summary of the 
ideas used by our group, they illustrate the way in'which 
we worked. If nothing else we proved that with hard work, 
commonsense, a passion for animal rights and the initial 
advantage of being unknown to the police, it is possible for 


a relatively small group of people to launch a campaign 
as we did which not only saves hundreds—and if you are 
lucky thousands-of lives, but can cause serious disruption 
to sections of the animal

How did you become members of the ALF?| \ 
We are not members of the ALF, in fact the ALF has not JI 
one single member. We are ALF activists by virtue of 
the fact that we carry out actions, whether on an occ- 
asional or fregueht basis.

Why and how do activists destroy vehicles and buildings? 


We would first like to point out that damage 
to property does save animals. All the units 
at a factory farm can be destroyed in one 
night, a number of factory farmers have 
gone over to free-range egg production after 
a devastating action, some have been closed

various drugs the broiler hen reaches its 

maximum weight in an incredible seven weeks. The units 
are then cleared of the hens, many with broken limbs, 
which are slaughtered, processed for supermarkets and 
eventually the dinner table. The dirt and dead hens are 
cleared, the units disinfected and made ready for the new 
chicks. Shortly after the disinfecting is the time to burn 
them down as this disinfecting process scares away rodents. 
Some of the biggest destruction jobs have been successfully 
carried out by two people. A number of the buildings were 
worth + million pounds plus, also many vehicles have been 
trashed by just two people. 

The method used for factory farm units/laboratories etc. is 
for one person to carry two carrier bags full of old 
torn-up clothes, the other person carrying a gallon con- 
tainer full of petrol or paraffin (from hardware shops) in 
one carrier bag and boxes of firelighters in the other. 
Alternatively rucksacks can be used (and disposed of 
afterwards). A newspaper and a box of matches are the 
only additions required. The container of petrol/paraffin . 
and the boxes of firelighters are wrapped in cling film to eliminate any smell 
from them if we are using public transport, in which case newspapers cover 
everything in the bags. Everything, absolutely everything, has been carefully 
wiped including any crowbars used to gain access. 

At the target area one acts as a look-out while the other gets into the build- 
ing. If it's a wooden broiler unit (the doors are often left open when being 
cleaned) both carrier bags containing the old clothes are placed in a corner, 
the inflammable liquid is poured onto the old clothes drenching them, some 
can be poured on the walls for good measure. The boxes of firelighters are 
half opened and placed on top against the wooden walls. Using a piece of 
rolled up newspaper that is lit with a match, the firelighters are then lit 
while standing a few feet away. This is in case we have any inflammable 
material on our gloves. The box of matches is tossed on top. 

if it's a lab., abattoir etc. furniture is placed around one bag, the second 
one being placed in another room, again surrounded by furniture, and lit in 
the same way as above. eee : 
Where there are a number of units/buildings either the largest building is 
destroyed or we go for the lot, transporting the materials by car. We will

ing, our first job on the raid is to check the building(s) thoroughly. | 

Black plastic bin bags or sacks full of old clothes (one for each unit/build- 
ing, more if possible depending on circumstances), half to one gallon of 
inflammable liguid to each bag/sack is reguired (the liguid being bought a 
gallon at a time from different sources). On top of each is placed a box of 
firelighters half opened (2 or 3 packets even better, though not necessary). 
The sack is tilted so it leans against the corner of a wooden unit so that it 
can't fall away from the side panels when burning. The materials are driven 
to the units separately. If only one car is being used, the sacks full of 
jumble can be stashed with a person left to keep an eye on them, then the 
petrol/paraffin and finally the boxes of firelighters, newspaper and box of 
matches 

Trashing vehicles, all that is required is petrol or 
paraffin. If the doors will open (as they often will 
with lorries) the petrol is poured over the dash- 
board and seats, if need be a window is forced. If

If the fuel tank eventually goes up 
on a lorry it may travel 20-30 yards. If the lorry 
is not this distance away from a house or unit with 
animals in it we release the handbrake and push it beyond this 

distance. 

If for some reason a lorry cannot be destroyed outright an 

excellent tactic is to buy a tin of grinding paste, per lorry, and mix the 
contents with oil. The resulting paste is poured down the oil pipe into the 
engine, this process ruins the engine. Once, sometime after one, of these 
actions had been successfully carried out a particularly well made enclosure 
was built by the firm around the lorries with several dogs on the loose. Con- 
sequently a further raid would have proved difficult so a successful hoax was 
executed. Empty grinding paste tins were thrown over the fences, the firm in- 
formed of another raid. Finding the empty tins they had the engines stripped 
before finding it was a hoax. Also, sugar, sand or water is added to fuel tanl

With factory farm units we can tell what kind of ani- 
mals, if any, are in the units by simply placing our 
ear against an air duct on the side of the unit or at 
the door, listening and smelling. Or we try shining a 
pencil torch, with coloured plastic held over the end by 
an elastic band, through any openings. In fact we 
double or treble the layers of plastic so that only the 
minimum of light gets through, not only reducing the 
chance of anyone else seeing but shine a bright light 
onto battery hens and they may well make a lot of 
noise. We always try the door handle etc. and have been 
pleasantly surprised a couple of times to find it is not 
locked. With experience one can often tell what animals 
are held in a particular unit by its shape, size and 
building materials used. 

When looking at potential targets we don't take bala- 
clavas etc. We also make a point of emptying our pock- 
ets of everything including door keys, discarding match- 
ing jewellery etc. before setting out, in case we drop 
anything. If we need to cover our faces a scarf is fine 
and we wear gloves of course. We also carry birč 
watching books and binoculars.

When Drastic Measures Are Required 


Are you mad enough to do something rash? Relax....Consider 
the situation carefully. Know the background of the target-go for 
big business, greed establishments. Remember, the enemy is big- 
ger than us one million fold! Don't waste efforts on the little guy 
who may be barely feeding the family-hit the major conglomera- 
tion! Expose their atrocities! 

When the situation calls for drastic measures, arson, a tradition- 
al A.L.F. tactic, is an easy, quick way to cause major financial 
damage. 

Arson is extremely dangerous. It is the duty of the activist to 
be sure nobody, animals or humans, are inside the building before 
the blaze. If this action is to be seen as an act for ethics then it 
must be committed carefully! 

Remember, arson is a serious crime, a felony punishable by a 
massive fine and heavy prison sentence. Arson, like other acts of 
terrorism, carries no statute of limitations, so investigations can 
continue indefinately. 

Also realize, arson has a bad name. Conservative and even lib- 
eral/semi-radical activists cringe at the so called “violent” act of 
blazing. 

Commit all crimes in silence! Even your best friends can be 
squeezed by the heat! Careful! Careful! No evidence! No evidence!

AS A PROTEST? 


So often, in reports. of ALF activities, we read that 
the activists carried out the rescue of catuste, caused 
damage etc. as a protest against the persecution or 
cruel treatment of animals.’ 

. Sometimes the media automatically inserts the word 

o šank? but more often than not it comes from the 
activists themselves in their claim of responsibility. 
‘So what is protest? According to my dictionary, the 
relevant meaning would. be "statement: of dissent or 
disapproval" or a "remonstrance".. Is this really what 
the ALF is. or should be, all about? To my mind ‘the 
answer is, quite definitely, "no", . Should ALF attacks 
which cause hundreds of thousands of ' pounds damage | 
annually to property connected with animal abuse be 
regarded merely as a "statement of disapproval"? Is 
the rescue of thousands of animals every year from 
vivisection, factory farming end other cruelties only a 
"remonstrance", 

A protest is an action which calls upon somebody 
else to do something. To protest against vivisection, 
for instance, 1s to call upon the vivisectors to give 
up. or upon the government to outlaw the cruel practice. 
And, in the end, protest is powerless because, if 
ignored. it can teke the situation no further - as it 
always relies upon the actions of others, and not the 
protestors, to briag about change. 

To be truly effective ALF action must go beyond; and 
be seen (especially ky those who carry it out) to go 
beyond, mere acts of protest. The ALF must exist. end 
see itself to exist, not just as another protest group 
but as an organisation. whose actions ere intended to 
directly bring about change. 

Animais should always be rescued whenever possible, 
but the main ata of ALF actions must not be protest, 
but economic sabotage. 

Actions carried out, not for the sake of their own 
effect, but- as some kind of adjunct to political 
campaigning are doomed eventually to failure. This is 
because the 'needs' of the political campaign will 
decree that the action falis short of what is truly 
effective. Thus we. have the spectacle of activists 
entering laboratories and other animal abuse centres to 
cause only ‘limited damage’ afd just to take docunents 
and photographs when the whole place could have been 
torn to pieces. Fools, are you proud | of your | 
restraint? Pleased that you did not ‘go too far’. so 
that politica] embitionists can once again ride upon 
your backs? Are you happy to have wasted a golden 
oppertunity?

There are also a number of human animal rights prisoners — 
sentences for their attempts to challenge the abuse of animals. The 
offences range from breach of bail, (attending a hunt protest when told 
not to do so) to conspiracy to incite criminal damage, (advocating 
direct action as a realistic strategy to end all animal abuse). Although 
several animal rights campaigners are now serving 4 year prison sen- 
tences, the most determined state attempt to crush opposition to 
animal abuse is illustrated by the treatment of Ronnie Lee. As prese 
officer of the Animal Liberation Front he was the number one target of 
the Scotland Yard sguad established to destroy the ALF. 
ln March 1987 he received a ten year prison sentence. 
He was not charged with a crime involving violence

The debate is now underway. Did the 
destruction of a veterinary research 
laboratory by the Animal Liberation Front 
(ALF) at the University of California at 
Davis on April 16, 1987—probably the 
single most destructive blow yet dealt 
against the seemingly indestructible 
animal research industry—help or hinder 


_ the animal rights movement? 


Maybe we should ask ourselves if this 
is even the right question. Shouldn't we 
be asking whether the $3.5 million U.C. 
Davis blaze helped the animals? 

From all but a narrow view, the fire that 
swept through the lab appears to have 
done nothing but good for a movement 
that for so long has achieved little for the 
oppressed animals it champions. Some 
people who fear their own reputations 
will be tainted, or that they will lose 
financial support, have spoken out. 
against the fire. Nowhere in their rhetoric 
is sincere concern for what's best for the 
animals. 

So, why is the fire a good thing? 
Because, very simply, if you subtract the - 
fear that some in the animal rights move- 
ment feel (or felt) about the incident, the 
animals—those we are fighting for—won. 
If one could successfully communicate 
with the animals destined for that lab, 
there’s no doubt they would applaud the 
action—just as prisoners of the Nazis 
would have applauded the destruction of 
concentration camps before millions 
could be imprisoned there and eventual- 
ly murdered. ‘Since the fire, 
coverage of all aspects of the movement 
has increased because of the interest stir- 
red up by the incident. The media can't 
help but take this as a serious movement. 

Of course, there’s the question of 

“violence”. However, the fire was not a 


_ violent act, unless we are to believe that- 


violence can be committed against an in- 
animate object—a building. The building 
was to be used to imprison, torture and 
butcher innocent animals. Without the 
building, those things may not occur. 

For the record, the fire—according to 
news reports—took place far away from 
the campus in an area so isolated that 
police said it was the last place they 
would have expected such an incident to 
occur. 

Some say the fire wasn’t well thought 
out, or typical of the ALE However, a 
look at the facts shows that the entire in- 
cident fits the method of operation for the 
ALE It was: (a) nonviolent, with no 
reasonable chance of hurting anyone; (b) 
a fire, which is a very common type of 
ALF action in Europe; {c) accomplished 
at a facility that wasn't even known to 
those of us in the local animal rights cam- 
munity; poo, oe Ete cee 
animals, the primary focus of the ALF in 
Europe. 

‘So, why all the criticism by certain 
ts of the movement? One explana- 
tion is that people are afraid. In just an 
instant, a research building was 
destroyed. Many in the movement have 
fought for years just to get larger cages for 
lab animals—and failed. It is curious that 
these people have never criticized public- 
ly other of the movement that 
have failed miserably for decades. Odd- 
ly, we are asked to support those in the 
movement who seldom, if ever, achieve 
success. Yet, the ALF—which has 
liberated thousands of animals from lives 
of torture—is criticized for achieving the 
only real victories against animal 
oppressors. 

It makes more sense to not really 
criticize anyone. People who write letters, 
lobby or protest are not criticized by the 
ALE But, these same people appear to 
be quick to criticize ALF actions. Their 


reason is that the “image” of the move- 
ment may be tarnished. What image? An 
image of failure, in and self- 


gratification? Isn't the image of the ALF 
nonviolently liberating animals a 
preferable one? |

UO labs 


Expensive equipment destroyed, 
rooms ransacked, walls painted

Two science laboratories in sepa- 
rate buildings at the University of Ore- 
gon were vandalized and more than 
150 live animals stolen sometime early 
Sunday. 


The initials ALF — the acronym 
for the Animal Liberation Front, an 
international animal rights organiza- 
tion — were spray painted in red on 
walls and equipment in both suites. 


Late Sunday, an envelope was de- 
livered to The Associated Press in 
Portland containing a statement al- 


legedly from the Animal Liberation 
Front, claiming responsibility for the 


UO incident. The statement said 203 
animals had been taken. 


“This is just'the beginning of our 


efforts to liberate those oppressed in 


research concentration camps in Ore- 
gon," the statement said. "We will not 
allow slaughter to continue without re- 
sistance.” 


Sorting through shattered glass and 
paint-soaked equipment in the Science 
I building Sunday afternoon, university 
officials speculated that damage to 
equipment alone could add up to at 
least $50,000. 


Most of the destroyed pieces of 
equipment were sensitive and expen- 
sive laboratory devices, including a 
microscope worth more than $10,000, 
an electrocardiogram machine, an X- 
ray machine, an incubator and a steri- 
lizer, said Greg Stickrod, director of 
laboratory animal services. 


The stolen animals, which included 
18 cats, 24 rabbits, 12 hamsters and 
100 rats, were worth about $3,000, 
Stickrod said. 


ti: ay have been almed at stopping 
animal research, none of the animals 
stolen was used for clinical experi- 
ments. The burglary took place in labs 
used for breeding and caretaking, 


Stickrod said. 


He said the burglary will not have 
a long-term effect on the future of ani- 
mal research at the UO. 


“It is not going to stop research at 
all,” Stickrod said. “It is just going to 
cost the taxpayers a lot of money." 


Stickrod estimated that the loss of 
the animals will affect about 20 faculty 
members’ projects, but most of the re- 
search will resume by the end of the 
week.

Because such a characteristic 
is difficult to observe, scientists may 
not be able to duplicate the results for 
a very long time, he said. 


While Stickrod could not speculate 
on what kind of breakthrough the re- 
search might have spurred, he said it 
was the type of experiment that in the 
past has led to cures for diseases. 


The statement delivered to The As- 
sociated Press said the attack was di- 
rected at university professors Barba- 
ra Gordon-Lickey and Richard Mar- 
rocco, who do animal research. 


The burglary was discovered about 
8:30 a.m. Sunday by a work-study stu- 
dent who feeds the lab animals on 
weekends, Stickrod said. All the ani- 
mals except for monkeys were taken, 
but the cages were left. Nothing else 
was taken. 


There was no apparent sign of 
forced entry and both Stickrod and 
Dow, Miller, supervisor of laboratory 
animals, were puzzled at how the bur- 
glars entered first the buildings and 
then the laboratories. Students were 
working in the laboratories Saturday 
until midnight, so the burglary oc- 
curred sometime in the early morning 
hours Sunday, Stickrod said.

People for the Ethical Treatment 
of Animals, a national organization 
with a Eugene chapter, periodically 
pickets outside the UO science build- 
ing, protesting animal experimenta- 
tion. An official of that group said Sun- 
day night that PETA is not affiliated 
with ALF. 

Sharon Nettles, spokeswoman of 
the Eugene PETA chapter, said PETA 
doesn't advocate using illegal means 
other than civil disobedience to protest 
animal research. 


Nettles did say, however, that indi- 
viduals in PETA have varying opinions 
as to whether illegal acts are justified. 

“Personally, I’m thrilled (about the 
burglary)," Nettles said. “I believe ani- 
mals have rights just like people.”
